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Birth Control 
Is Rapped by 
Pope Pius 
Warns Catholics 
Against Misuse of 
'Rhythm Theory* 


VATICAN CITY—(AP)— 


Pope Pius XII spoke out at 
length today $n the subject of 
birth control, extending his 
remarks to warn Catholics 
against possible misuse of the 
so-called "rhythm theory" of 


\j) marital relations. 


The Pontiff's address was 


made to a special audience for 
delegates to the National Con- 
gress of Italian Obstetricians, 
but his words obviously were 
directed to Catholics through- 
out the world. 


Defining the primary objective 


of marriage as "procreation of new 


ylife and its education," the Pope 


not only spoke out against birth 
control, but warned against "blind 
slavery" ( to nature's 
Impulses. 


Vatican sources described the 10,- 
000-word address as a "very im- 
portant" message. It took up the 
entire front page and half the sec- 
ond page of L'Osservatore Ro- 
mano, the Vatican newspaper. 


Rhythm Theory 


The Pontiff spoke on the "con- 


^stantly more diffused recourse (in 


the sexual act) to ties of natural 
sterility—the so-called periods of 
non-fertility in the woman." 


"This has in the past frequently 


been referred to as the rhythm- 
theory of fertility and non-fertility 
in women." (The theory is that 
conception is possible only during 
certain periods of each month in a 
woman's life.) 


•l The Pope urged his listeners to 
^jase their instructions concerning 


this theory 
upon authoritative 


judgment and publications, 
and 


not upon "simple popular publica- 
tions." Above all, he said, two 
hypotheses must be considered: 


Can Use Right, But ... 


Married persons, he counselled, 


can make use of their matrimonial 
right in Jhe days of natural steril- 
ity. 


& "But," he added, "if;; instead 


(one) 
goes beyond that, permit- 


ting, that is, the conjugal-act ex- 
clusively in those days (of natural 
sterility), then the conduct of the 
spouses must be examined more 
attentively. 


"If in contracting marriage one 


of the spouses had the intention of 
restricting to sterile periods the 
matrimonial right that would in- 
validate the marriage itself, be- 


^cause the right deriving from the 


matrimonial contract is a perma- 
nent, uninterrupted and not inter- 
mittent right of each one of the 
spouses before the other.

The 
crash occurred on the Willard 
Marshall farm.

THE FRACTUBE is one of the 


most aeriou* and delicate injuries 
with which a first aider must be 
acquainted. Fractures range from 
head to to* and the breakage ot 
bone* usually la followed by shock. 
To prevent shock keep the patient 
lying down and warm. 


Two basic rules are (a) do not 


let broken bone ends move ana 
(b) do not let the adjacent Joints 
move. When in doubt whether a 
victim has suffered a fracture, as- 
sume that he nas. 


These rules apply to both a sim- 


ple and a compound fracture. In a 
compound fracture, there Is a 
wound from the break which pene- 
trates the skin. Improper handling 
will convert a simple fracture Into 
a compound fracture. 


In a bomb catastrophe fractures 


and multiple injuries may be 
caused by crushing. In such cases, 
the first alder should immobilize 
the entire body, splinting damaged 
extremities gently and caring for 
shock. 
People pinned down by 


debris may suffer injuries to the 
kidney. 
Therefore, 
the 
victim 


should be extricated quickly, splint- 
ed if there is an indication of a 
fracture and transported lying flat. 
Apply no heat. 


In the simple fracture, avoid 


handling the injured part. Immo- 
bilize the broken ends and the ad- 
jacent joints with a pillow or 
blanket or splints, binding them 
on. The patient should not be 
moved until this protection has 
been applied. 


Control of bleeding probably will

be essential in a compound frac- 
ture. Use direct pressure and pres- 
sure at the pressure points men- 
tioned in a previous article. Do not 
try to shove the bones into place. 
A tourniquet Is dangerous, as pre- 
viously pointed out, but if it is 
used, a sterile dressing should be 
applied first and bound firmly in 
place. 
• • • 


Hi THE CASE of a skull frac- 


ture, keep the patient lying down, 
head and shoulders raised if the 
face is flushed. If the face is pale, 
the head may be lowered slightly. 
Move him only in a horizontal posi- 
tion. Keep him warm but never 
apply heat to an unconscious per- 
son. If there is a wound, apply a 
compress and bandage. 


Fracture of the spine is one of 


the most serious of injuries and 
not very easily detected. Pain in 
the neck or the back may be the 
only symptom. If the victim can- 
not move his feet or toes he prob- 
ably has a broken back. 


If examination indicates a per-; 


son has a broken neck, and he, • 
must be moved, get a door, a shut-j " 
ter. or a wide board. Keep him] , 
face upward, but one person should i ~ 
hold his head between two hands|^ 
to keep it level with the body. Thej '# 
head must never be tilted in any| 
direction. Even after he is strapped I 
to the board with several kandages, 
sandbags or similar objects must 
be placed at his head to keep it 
from rolling. 


Any injured person with acute! • 


back pain should be considered asj 
having a fractured 
spine. Hep 


should never be lifted to a sitting i': 
position. If he must be moved to 
escape falling walls, place him 
the proper position on a blanket, * 
rug, coat or other material and •• 
drag him to safety. He probably 
will be found lying on his abdo- i 
men. Roll him gently on a board!, 
or stretcher, face up, and place a. - 
pad under the lower spine.

Churchill's Victory Augurs 


Well for U. S. and Free World 


The election victory of Winston Churchill and his Con- 


servative party promises a new strengthening of ties between 
Britain and the United States and a substantially greater 
solidarity among all the nations allied against communism. 


Although returns indicate that the Conservatives will 


fall short of gaining an ideal working majority in the House 
of Commons, their margin should be sufficient to permit 
fairly stable government in Britain for the next few years. 


There can be no doubt that this outcome is warmly wel- 


comed in Washington and other Western capitals. Churchill, 
the new prime minister, and Anthony Eden, once more for- 
eign secretary, are old hands at dealing with Washington 
and Paris. They are personally acquainted with many of the 
men they will find opposite them at the council table.

Labor's unfortunate campaign effort to depict Churchill 
as the man more likely than any other to lead Britain to war 
is probably the reverse of the truth. Whether or not he can 
engineer the meeting between himself, Josph Stalin and 
President Truman which he believes might assist a general 
pe>ce settlement, .most Western diplomats see him as a bul- 
wark of strength.

As is World War n, he is likely to symbolize the free 


world's resolve to stand firm against tyranny. Only this 
time his goal—-his'"last prize"—is to achieve that end with- 
out falling either into war or into abject appeasement. 


Churchill's triumph does not wash away a tremendous 


accumulationtfeof thorny prpblems for Britain, both domes- 
tically" and overseas. The Iranian and Egyptian muddles 
are still to be solved, and the West can only hope the "Old 
Warrior" will bring some fresh, imaginative proposals to 
bear on these dilemmas. * 
» • 


At home, Britain again is in the throes of a financial 


crisis. All sides recognize that if the country is to bear the 
burden of rearmament and still keep the civilian economy 
above water, more aid from America will be required. 


But here, once more, Churchill's victory is viewed as for- 


tunate. For his personal popularity in the United States is 
almost an assurance that a money appeal from him will get 
friendly consideration, No longer can lawmakers in Wash- 
ington mutter angrily about "paying out funds to help sup- 
port and extend socialism in Britain."

Socialism will not die with the end of Labor's six-year 


rule. The health program, the nationalization of coal, the 
railroads, and other industries are established and largely 
irreversible facts. But the Conservatives will seek to dena- 
tionalize the vital steel industry and will assure that no new 
socialist measures are adopted. 


What produced the Churchill victory? The most corn- 


tent observers are agreed that the middle-class voters and 
many of labor's rank and file were fed up with austerity, 
controls, and the pallid, dispirited leadership of the Labor 
bureaucracy. 


None of this is to say Churchill's path will be smooth. 


But the election result must nevertheless be viewed by free 
men as a harbinger of greater hope for peace* and stability in 
th Western world.

At any rate, it is not known ex- 
actly why some people develop 
this craving for alcohol and in- 
ability to stop. 


Certainly, alcoholism is not in- 


herited. Often, too, the dividing 
line between the "social drinker" 
and the chronic alcoholic is not 
clear cut, and the heavy social 
drinker goes gradually into a state 
where he or she can no longer 
take it or leave it alone. 
SOME CURES WORK 


Much patient work is being done 


on the causes of alcoholism and 
attempts to cure it. Unfortunately, 
as yet, there is nothing much that 
can be taken safely to cure the 
chronic alcoholic. It is true, how- 
ever, that many alcoholics have 
been cured by a method which 
leads them to develop a dislike 
for any drink containing alcohol. 
Some alcoholics have recovered, 
apparently, from hypnotism. 


Other methods have been, or are 


being tried. Actually, one of the 
most successful methods of curing 
alcoholics 
is the 
organization 


called "Alcoholics Anonymous," 
which is made up of ex-alcoholics, 
ajid which now has branches in 
many parts of the country. 


Whisky Sales Boom as Public 
Tries to Beat Nov. 1 Deadline

NEW YORK, (AP) — Whisky 


makers and liquor dealers have 
found a bonanza in the .new tax 
law. Sales are booming-—some say 
by 50 per cent over this time a 
year—as consumers rush to beat 
the November 1 deadline when 
higher taxes will boost liquor 
prices, perhaps as much as 70 
cents a bottle on bonded whiskey. 


It's a short-term bonanza, since 


the consumer who stocks up now 
won't be buying again for some 
time. But many dealers are all 
too happy to lighten the load of 
heavy inventories they were stuck 
with. And whiskey makers—with 
wardhouses bulging with all-time 
peak inventories of more than 750 
rrijllion gallons—heave sighs of re-

It is designed to 
bring in $168 million more a year 
to the U.S. treasury. Peoples who 
buy whiskey would pay only 26 
cents more for the popular blends. 
But the liquor industry under- 
stands that Washington is going 
to nllow dealers to puss along the 
customary 30 per cent mark-up, or 
more than the actual tax. This

and light-hearted form of Canasta 
that has become so popular in 
the last year. 


We have just noted the way of 


taking the discard pile for a se- 
quence. 
For an ordinary meld, 


you may take the previous discard 
to add to a meic1 that was on the 
table before your turn began pro- 
vided that the pack is not frozen 
and that your meld is not already 
a canasta.

right discards a king, and you 
have three to six kings on the 
table.

then start a new meld of queens. 


Wild cards have only a limited 


value in Samba. You may us« { 
two at most in any meld (and non< 
at all in a sequence). When * 
canasta is complete, you may adc 
natural cards to it 
from 
youi 


hand, but you are not allowed tc 
add wild cards to it even if thi 
canasta contains fewer than th« 
limit of two wild cards. 


In order to go out, you neec 


two canastas. For this purpose • 
samba counts as a canasta. You 
may have two sambas, two canas- ^ '• 
tas, or one of each. The bonus 
for going out is 200 points. There 
is no extra bonus for going out 
concealed. 


There are 
six black 
threes, 


used as stop cards, as in Canasta. 
When you meld out, you may meld 
three or more black threes—but 
no wild card with them. 


There are six red threes, worth 


100 ' points each. 
All six count 


1,000 
points (but four are onlyf 


400, and five are only 500 points). 
Red threes count in your favor 
only after you have melded two 
canastas; up to that time they 
count against you.

ordinary Canasta,

NEW YORK —(AP)— Want to 


be a director of a corporation—sit 
in board meetings, smoke the pres- 
ident's cigars, and help shape the 
company's policies? 


There are about 85,000 directors 


in the country, the American In- 
stitute of Management reports to- 
day, and the majority are more 
than 80 years of age. The institute 
thinks it's likely that in the next 
10 years at least 50,000 new di- 
rectors will be named. So, you see, 
you do have a chance at a job on 
some board. 


Stockholders elect directors, of 


course. But your chances as an 
outsider of electioneering yourself 
a directorship by getting the ma- 
jority votes of the thousands of 
stockholders who own the big 
corporation* are mighty, mighty 
slim. 


Pass on Directors 


Stockholders pass on slates of 


directors presented to them. Now 
and then a group of stockholders 
may bring up a slate in opposition 
to management's nominees. But so 
rarely is management overthrown 
this way that it makes top news 
when it happens. 


The institute has looked into the 


ways people become directors on 
the some 5,000 corporations in 
which the stock is publicly and 
widely held. It finds that there are 
two ways: (1) Buying up a sizable 
portion of the stock; and (2) 
knowing the right people. 


Of the first method the institute 


notes that when a corporation pro* 
vides for cumulative voting, the 
purchase of 10 to 20 per cent .of 
the stock will get you on the 
board. Under cumulative voting 
you can vote all of your stock ten 
times for one man 'of a 10-man 
slate, instead of voting your stock 
once for each of the candidates. 


No Cumulative Voting 


Most corporations, however, do 


not permit cumulative voting. And| 
in these companies "the acquisi* 
tion of a large block of stock 
arouses suspicion on the part of 
management 
and immediately 


steps are taken to diminish an In- 
dividual's importance," the insti- 
tute says. It finds that "many 
owners of 10 to 20 per cent of a 
company's stock do not serve on 
its board of directors." 


The usual method, the institute 


says, is for the president to mak* 
up the slate of directors, since "ncV 
president is going to remain long 
if his board of directors is com- 
prised of fault-finders and back- 
biters." 


Four factors in a president's 


choice of his board are: (1) To get 
men known to them favorably; (2). 
to get men who will help them 
keep their presidential jobs; (3) to 
find men who will help the corpor- 
ation's business; (4) or, possibly^ 
to find men who could, in turn, 
help the president in other "busi- 
ness opportunities.

bay bridge and plunged 40 feet to 
railroad tracks below. 


It lay crumpled upside down 


with moaning- and screaming pas- 
sengers trapped inside for nearly 
two hours. 


Of the 29 persons aboard only 


air force Lt. John R. Haber, 24, 
Camp Stoneman, Calif., was able 
to walk away from the hospital 
after treatment for minor cuts and 
bruises. 


Twelve of the injured were re- 


ported in critical condition. 


An almost unbelievable sequence 


started when a passenger 
car 


knocked a huge hunk of concrete 
onto the roadway less than three 
minutes before the ponderous bus 
hove into sight from the opposite 
direction. The loaded bus, inbound 
for the Oakland bus depot after a 
night run from Salt Lake City, 
smacked the concrete block, blew 
a tire and went out of control. It 
ripped out a section of the stout 
retaining rail and fell into the 
darkness below. 


The impact as the bus landed 


was so violent that its top was 
mashed down to seat level. And 
every seat was beaten to the floor, 
as if struck by a giant hammer.
